Treasury Refuses Details 
But New Bobdkkeeping 
Set-Up Shows Cash 
Ready for Transactions. 


‘WASHINGTON, April 30.—(2)— 
First evidence of administration use 
ol its vast money managing powers 
was contained today in a_ routine 
treasury statement which officials re- 
fused flatly to explain. 

“The figures must speak for them. 
selves,” was the only reply to ques- 
tions about a new bookkeeping set-up 
making the %&2,000,000,000  stabiliza. 
tion fund ready for guiding the dol- 
lar abroad. 

What the figures showed was a $2,- 
000,000,000 expenditure to the account 
of “exchange stabilization fund.” 

Of this $200,000,000 apparently was 
deposited with the federal reserve sys- 
tem for active use and $1,800,000,000 
held in recerve in the treasury. 

Dollar Weakness. 

In some unofficial quarters’ the 
move was believed prompted by re- 
cent weakness of the dollar abroad 
and in anticipation of possible fur- 
ther declines from the gold par with 
French francs. 

Secretary Morgenthau said about a 
week ago that the treasury would se}! 
gold for export if the dollar reached 
the export point which would make 
such shipments profitable to the deal- 


ers. 

Whether today’s step included 
actual dealing in foreign exchange 
could not be discovered from the treas- 
ury’s daily statement and Morgenthau 
only reiterated his past refusal ever 
to discuss the stabilization fund. 

But this was a chief purpose of 
creating the fund in the gold reserve 
act which said the secretary of the 
treasury, with the president’s ap- 
proval, “for the purpose of stabilizing 
the exchange value of the dollar’ 
could “deal in gold and foreign ex- 
change and such other instruments «Jf 
credit and securities as he may deem 
necessary to carry out the purpose of 
this section.” 

May Invest Fund. 

In addition, the treasury also may 
invest the fund in government securi- 
ties but is not believed to have done 
so to date. 

How long the treasury has had any 
stabilization money on deposit with 
the reserve banks was not indicated, 
but on April 27 when the “exchange 
stabilization’ fund” was entered on the 
books, gold certificate holdings of the 
reserve board jumped $101,000,000, 
Some experts believed another $9%),- 
000,000 had been deposited previously 
with the New York Federal Reserve 
bank, the treasury’s fiscal agent. 

With only occasional exceptions the 
treasury for many weeks has deposit- 
ed more gold with the reserve system 
in the form of certifcates than it has 


received in metal.

Paris, seething with discontent and 
facing a communist-inspired general 
strike today, became an armed camp 
as the government determined to quell 
any subversive action. 

Blood was. spilled in France last 
night, hours befofe the ‘zero hour.” 
A policeman was killed and many per- 
sons were injured in riots at Angers. 

More than a dozen persons, includ- 
ing a priest and three policemen were 
wounded in clashes at Mantes, near 
Paris. 

Germany looked forward to a “day 
of labor’ with parades and speeches 
in honor of the laboring man, but in 


Austria, Spain, Belgium, Palestine and 
other countries the danger of violence 
was recognized and provided for by 
soldiers and police. , 

In New York, 1,700 special‘ police 
will be on duty to guard against vio- 
lence when 200,000 communists and 
socialists are expected to participate 
in parades; police leaves of absence 
were canceled until Wednesday noon; 
the precautions were the most exten- 
sive in the city’s history.

GEN. HUGH SCOTT 
DIES Al AGE OF 80 


Famous Indian Fighter 
and Highway Builder 
Passes at Capital. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(@)— 
Major General Hugh L. Scott, retired. 
noted Indian fighter and former chief 
of staff of the army, died tonight in 
Walter Reed hospital after an illness 
of two months.. He was 80 years old. 

Graduated frome West Point in 1876, 
Scott as a second lieutenant saw ac- 
tive service almost immediately in the 
Sioux expedition, the beginning of a 
stirring career as an army officer 
which led. him to the post of chief 
of staff at the beginning of the World 
War. - He held the latter post from 
November, 1914, to September, 1917, 
and laid ‘the basis for American par- 


‘ticipation in the conflict with Ger- 


many.

American Rebuke Comes 
as London Attempts to 
Smooth Over Situation 
Created by Japan. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(UP) 
The United States has bluntly*reject- 
ed Japan’s claims to exercise a ““Mon- 
roe Doctrine” for Asia, Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull officially revealed 
tonight. 

In an official statement issued at 
the State department, Hull revealed 
he had instructed the American am- 
bassador to Japan, Joseph C. Grew, 
to inform the Japanese foreign office 
that the United States stands square- 


‘ly upon her treaty rights in China, 


and expects other nations to do the 
same. 

This sharp reminder to Japan of 
her obligations under the nine-power 
treaty, which guarantees the territo- 
rial and political integrity of China, 
was delivered to the foreign office in 
Tokyo by Grew at 6 p. m Sunday, 
Tokyo time, it was revealed. 

_ Before Simon . Speech. 

This was creesl hours before Sir 
John Simon, British foreign secretary, 
informed the house of commons that 
the British government considered as 
virtually a elosed incident the situa- 
tion provoked by Japan’s claims to a 
dominant position in China. 

Upon the assurances of. the Japa- 
nese government that it intended to 
respect the “open door” policy if 
China and the terms of the nine-power 
treaty, Sir John said, the British gov- 
ernment found little cause for alarm 
in the far eastern situation. 

Hull’s statement revealed that the 
United States had acted without wait- 
ing for the British government. and 
had taken a considerably different 
stand.

AUTO DEATH TOLL 


Eight Fewer ‘Atlantans 
Killed During First 4 


Eight fewer Atlantans were killed 
by autos during the first four months 
of 1934 than in the same period of 
1933, it was announced Monday by 
Jack Strouss, secretary of the Atlan- 
ta Motor Club, which is sponsoring a 
traffic safety campaign. 

In January, February, March and 
April of last year 23 persons were 
fatally injur®d in accidents inside the 
city limits of Atlanta, while for the 
same period this year, since the ad- 
vent of the campaign for better driv- 
ing, only 15 persons were killed. 

In only one month, February, did 
the death total run higher this year 
than last, Strouss said. In 1934 there 
were five killed in January, six in 
February, two in March and the same 
number in .April, as compared with 
nine fatalities in January of 1933, 
five in February, five in March and 
four in April. 

For the last two months, during 
which time Atlantans have constantly 
been warned of the dangers of care- 
less driving and urged to observe all 
traffic ordinances and laws, only four 
persons were killed, Strouss said. 

The motor club secretary, in mak- 
ing his monthly report of accidents, 


again issued warning to drivers of the 
cost of negligence in the operation of 
automobiles. 

He also asked motorists to watch 
out for bicyclists—small boys and girls 
and messengers, who dart in and out 
of traffic recklessly with little regard 
for the motorist or for themselves.

BERLIN, April 30.—(4)—The nazi 
swastika and the sickle and hammer— | 
shorn in the third reich of its com- 
munist significance —- will dominate 
Germany's “day of labor’ tomorrow.” 

*Symbolizing spiritual labor, Wolf- 
gang Von Goethe’s picture is also 
shown on the official holiday badge 
which must be worn by every Ger- 
man worker who will participate in 
huge open-air demonstrations through- 
out the country.

- “Recent indications of attitude on 
the part of the Japanese government 
with regard to the rights and inter- 
ests of Japan and other countries 
in China and in connection with China 
have come from sources so euthori- 
tative as to preclude their being ig- 
nored and make it necessary that the 
American government, adhering to 
the tradition of frankness that has 
prevailed in relations betwen it and 
the government of Japan, reaffirm, 
the position of the United States with 
regard to the questions of rights and 
interests involved. 

“The relations. of the United 
States with China are governed as 
are our relations with Japan and 
our relations with other. countries, 
bv the generally accepted principles 
of international law and the pro- 
visions of treaties to which the Unit- 
ed States is a party. The United 
States has with regard to China cer- 
tain rights and certain obligations. 
In addition,- it is associated. with 
China or with Japan or with both, 
together with certain other coun- 
tries, in multilateral treaties relat- 
ing to rights and obligations in the 
far east, and in one great multi- 
lateral treaty to which practically 
all the countries of the world are 
parties. é 


“Treaties can lawfully be modi- 
fied or be terminated only by proc- 
esses prescribed or recognized or 
agreed upon by the parties to them. 


“In the international associations 
and relationships of the United 
States, the American government 
seeks to be duly considerate of the 
rights, the obligations and the_legiti- 
mate ‘interests of other countries, 
and it expects on the part. of other 
governments due _ consideration of 
the rights, the obligations and the 
legitimate interests of the United 
States. In the opinion of the Amer- 
ican people and the American gov- 
ernment, no nation can, without the 
assent of the other nations  con- 
cerned,: rightfully endeavor to make 
conclusive its will in _— situations 
where there are involved the rights, 
the obligations and the legitimate in- 
terests of other sovereign states. 

“The American government has 
dedicated the United States to the 
policy ef’ the good neighbor and to 
the practical application of that pol- 
icy it will continue, on its own part 
and in association with other gov- 
ernments, to devote its best efforts.” 


PARLIAMENT REASSURED— . 
IN SPEECH BY SIMON 

LONDON, April 30.—(UP)—NSir 
John Simon, foreign secretary, assured 
parliament today that Japan had no 
intention of scrapping the “open door” 
in the far east and that Tokyo was 
adhering to the nine-power treaty 
guaranteeing China’s sovereignty. 

In a formal statement in the house 
of commons, Sir John outlined conver- 
sations between the British ambassa- 
dor in Japan, Sir Francis Lindley, 
and Koki Hirota, Japanese foreign 
minister, which he said had clarified 
satisfactorily Japan’s attitude toward 
China and the interests of other 
powers in Asia. 

His statement made it clear that 
Great Britain feels Japan virtually 
has retracted the foreign office spokes- 
man’s verbal statement on April 17 
of a “hands-off-China” policy. 

Army Said Incensed. 

Wholly. unconfirmed rumors were 
current in London that the Japanese 
war office officials were incensed at 
Hirota’s alleged weakening in the face 
of pressure from the powers. and 
threatened to take the delicate situa- 
tion into their own hands. 

Sir John, however, insisted that 
as far as Britain was concerned, 
Hirota’s conversations with Sir Fran- 
cis in Tokfo had explained everything 
satisfactorily, and the Japanese were 
preparing to continue as in the past 
under the terms of the nine-power 
treaty. 

Two Concessions. 

The foreign’ secretary, neverthless, 
made two notable concessions to 
Hirota, observers agreed, namely: 

1—He acknowledged “Japan's spe- 
cial rights in China, which are recog- 
nized by the other powers as unshared 
by them.” 

2—His statement surprisingly omit- 
ted disclosure of the text of Hirota’s 
April 25 memorandum to United 
States Ambassador’ Joseph C. Grew, 
and the nearly identical version hand- 
ed Ambassador Lindley.

WORLD-WIDE DRIVE ON SLUMS. 

nnouncement of the details of 
the five-year program by the Brit- 
ish government to eradicate the 
slums of London emphasizes the 
world-wide nature of the movement 
{to clean out the civic sore spots 
which for centuries have been the 
main breeding places of crime. 


The British plan contemplates 
the spending of $575,000,000 and 
the continuous employment -of 
110,000 men, as the result of 
which 266,584 slum dwellings will 
be razed, 285,000 new and mod- 
ern dwellings will take their place 
and 1,240,000 persons will live in 
bright and healthy homes, instead 
of the dark and dank dives they 
now occupy. 

Some years ago Germany, Aus- 
tria, Russia and Italy, began the 
demolition of their slums and simi- 
lar projects are an important part 
of the recovery program in the 
United States. 

The movement is humanitarian 
In that it brings cheerful, healthy 
and more comfortable surround- 
ings within the reach of the thou- 
sands who, in the chief cities of 
the world, have for centuries lived 
more like animals than human be- 
ings, and, in addition, strikes at 
the roots of crime. 

Nine of ten of the gansters of 
today have come out of the degre- 
dation of the slum. Physically un- 
derdeveloped.and mentally warped, 
the human products of the slums 
are ready recruits for criminal 
gangs. ( : 

Slums districts are .a_ further 
threat’ to the communities in which 
they exist from the standpoint of 
disease.

The lady journalists have cstablish- 
ed such a distinct corps oftheir own 
in Washington, covering Mrs. Roose- 
velt and Mrs. Perkins of the depart- 
ment of labor, that they have even 
taken to running off amateur :theat- 
ricals of their own under the auspices 
of a sort of distaff Gridiron Club.

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Union Organizers Misrep- 
resent U. S. Attitude To- 
ward Unions; Dues High- 
er Than Many Clubs; 
Initiation Reaches $800.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Letters 
from perplexed workmen in different 
parts of the country are coming into 
the NRA asking whether “the gov- 
ernment wants them to join a union.” 

The NRA officials, mindful of the 


ing the merits of unionism, have been 
answering such letters by saying frank- 
ly that nobody ‘is obliged to join any- 
thing. ’ 

There has been much misunderstand- 
ing of the “collective bargaining” pro- 
visions of the law and much of it has 
been-deliberately fostered by organiz- 
ers for certain types of unions. 

The various international unions are 
said to be the worst offenders. Some 
of their representatives are saying to 
workmen who used to belong to unions 
that they must pay back dues before 
they can be permitted to join again 
and that unless they join they will 
lose their jobs. 

Dues Very High. 

The American Federation of Labor 
dves not have direct control over some 
of the unions which are misrepresent- 


ing the purposes of the present law 
and so far as is known here no ef- 
forts on the part of local organizers to 
misuse the collective bargaining provi- 
sions have been countenanced by the 
executives of the A. F. of L. 

The dues for some unions of the in- 
ternational type run as much as $150 
a year, which is more than a country 
club costs nowadays. As for the initia- 
tion fee, it is reported that in one 
union it is $800. The power of assess- 
ment in labor unions is such that in 
some businesses the employers have 
been compelled under threat of strikes 
to agree to deduct dues from pay en- 
velopes, ‘something that has added to 
the friction and antagonism between 
employer and employes. 

Many anonymous letters are being 
received complaining against the tac- 
tics of labor organizers. This method 
of communication is developing be- 
cause of a fear of reprisals. 

Investigate Organizers. 

The whole subject of union organiz- 
er tactics could be investigated by the 
NRA under provisions of the national 
industrial recovery act and it may be 
that some such inquiry will have to 
be instituted and full publicity given 
to what can or cannot be-said by or- 
ganizers. 

The NRA has not issued any public 
warnings concerning the activities of 
union organizers, but if the present 
situation develops seriously, some such 
declaration will become necessary. 
Meanwhile there are all sorts of com- 
mittees organized for one purpose or 
another which are harassing  non- 
union workmen and employers who 
have non-union employes. 

Hard to Catch. 

Many of the complaints are not 
being handled by the NRA because of 
a feeling that this is the province of 
the national labor board created by 
President Roosevelt. 
board is so busy trying to solve dis- 
putes and strikes that not much time 
or attention can be given to the be- 
havior of individual organizers, though 
every now and then some of the litera- 
ture misrepresenting the collective bar- 
gaining provisions as requiring com- 
pulsory joining of unions comes into 
official hands. 

The problem presented by these com- 
plaints illustrates how difficult it is 
going to be to enforce the law if the 
Wagner bill should be adopted. The 
New York senator has indicated, how- 
ever, that he is willing to amend the 
bill so as to remove doubtful or am- 
bigtous phrases. But the controversy 
provoked by the provisions of exist- 
ing law is so extensive that it is doubt- 
ful ‘whether congress could be prevail- 
ed upon to pass another statute goy- 
erning the relations of employers and 
employes at the present session with- 
out prolonging the debate beyond the 
date set for adjournment in May.

This disclosure was made tonight 


in a summary of information from | 


organization members in more than 
100 cities, which was tabulated as 


the result of two surveys in January 


and March. 

The summary also reported that in 
centers with much industrial develop- 
ment there had been a marked reduc- 
tion in unemployment since January 
1, 1933, “running up to 40 and 50 
per cent in a number of cities and 
even higher in a few.”

LOS ANGELES, April 30.—(4)— 
Because estimates were wrong on 
how high an ordinary house fly 
would soar, an appropriation of 
$29,500 has been asked gf the board 
of supervisors. . 

Declaring the money was needed 
to screen 1,850 windows in the coun- 
ty’'s new $12,000,000 hospital, 
George W. Olson, assistant superin- 
tendent, said flies were coming 
through the windows and carrying 
disease germs from one ward to an- 
other. 

It had been estimated flies would 
not fly above the sixth floor of the 
institution, and windows in the 
higher floors were left’ unscreened.

As to unemployment, the survey said 
that although large reductions had 
beem made in some cases, the more 
usual percentage was from 10 to 15 
per cent while about 20 per cent of 


the responses reported “little or noj|j; 


re-employment.” Geographically, the 
more moderate increases in employ- 
ment were reported from southern 
states and from the northwest. 

In some communities the earnings 
of skilled labor had apparently risen 
more than those of common labor, and 
the reverse was true in other com- 
munities.

The encounter took place on the 
western outskirts of Chicago and end- 
ed with three policemen being sent 
running up a highway in suvurban 
Bellwood, after one had been slugged 
over the head with a machine gun 
and the other two disarmed. 

The policemen had pursued -four 
men in a speeding car, Catching up 
to their quarry, the officers were 
overpowered. They identified one of 
the gunmen as George (Baby Face) 
Nelson, ace killer for John Dillinger. 
The other three were vaguely identi- 
fied as John Hamilton, Homer Van 
Meter and Harry Fox. 

Texan Arraigned. 

Unshaven and with hair dishevel- 
ed, H. 8S. Lebman, San Antonio gun- 
smith, was arraigned in the Texas 
city on a charge of receiving, conceal- 
ing and retaining a government pistol.

SUPREME COURT DECLINES 
TO REVIEW DAMAGE SUIT 


C. W. Upton, a police officer at 
High Point, N. C., was denied a review 
by the supreme court Monday in a 
$100,000 damage suit against J. Frank 
Harrison. 

Upton asserted Harrison while trad- 
ing as the Greensboro Coca-Cola Bot- 
tling Company had sold him a bottle 
of Coca-Cola which contained glass and 
which seriously injured him. The suit 
begun in October, 1932, in the state 
courts was removed to the federal 
district court for middle North Caro- 
lina which dismissed it.

Shot Put Duel 
Looms Between 
Torrance, Lyman 


CHICAGO, April 30.—(/)—There 
is in the making a great long distance 
shot-putting duel between Jack Tor- 
rance, the mighty man from Louisiana 
State University, and John Lyman, of 
Stanford. 

On April 22 Lyman, in the annual 
Stanford-California dual meet, fired 
the 16-pound ball 54 feet 7-8 inch. It 
was the first time the 54-foot mark 
had been reached in competition. 

Torrance, 275 pounds of all-around 
athlete, turned loose a heave of 55 
feet 1 1-2 inches on his first attempt: 
at Drake Friday. That the Louisiana 
giant’s effort was no fluke is proved 
by the fact that it was the second oc- 
casion during the week on. which he 
bettered 55 feet. En route from Baton 
Rouge to Des Moines for the Drake 
classic, he stopped off at Springfield. 
Mo., and in a practice heave shoved 
the shot 55 feet 3 inches. 

Torrance’s toss at Drake was far 
| beyond the recognized world’s record 
of 52 feet 7 7-8 inches set in Poland 
by Z. Heljasz, in 1932. It will not go 
before this year’s meeting of the inter- 
national federation for approval as a 
world record, having been accom- 
plished too late. ; 

Torrance and Lyman probably will 
meet in the National Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association championship meet 
at Los Angeles in June.

Georgia Fields

The frogs and snakes and such 
that call Georgia home have been my 
main interest for several years, Not 
content with the odd species 
that occur here as natives, I began 
to think a few weeks ago ‘about the 
various ways of checking the intro- 
duced species that enter Georgia from 
the tropics as stowaways of one sort 
or another. I believe that close ex- 
amination and checking of possible 
means of entry will show a surpris- 
ing number of tropical forms coming 
into our. state. My belief was 
strengthened this afternoon by a young 
man bearing a paper bag. In this 
bag was the biggest Hyla I have ever 
seen. 

Ladies and gentlemen, it was a 
tropical species. Just what species I 
cannot say until I get home and worry 
through half a dozen papers and 
books on tropical forms, Dr. Dunn 
or Dr. Barbour could tell me right 
away, but this is the first one with 


'which I have had a speaking acquain- 


‘tance. 


, 


I hope the acquaintance will be 
speaking. at least on his part. Il 
should like to hear his call notes, I 
shall supply him liberally with water 
and put him in the hottest part of 
the house. May can fool him 
into thinking that he is back in the 
tropics so that he will sing for me. 
This will add some to the facts at 
hand which will eventually enable me 
to identify the beast. 

The body of the animal is about 
four inches long. The skin is warty, 
with minute black marks or spots 
here and there on his back. The belly 
is dirty gray in color. The eyes. are 
golden with black pupils. The color 
of the back, however, is the bsr of 
all, being a brilliant green. The “ni- 
mal probably measures a good seven 
and a half or eight inches when 
stretched out. 

Think of meeting him here! You 
know there are some species of ‘hes 
tropical tree frogs that live their en- 
tire lives in the treetops. They never 
descend to the ground, even in breed-

VALDOSTA, Ga., 
crop of 1,600,000,000 
mato plants is being handled out o 
Valdosta this season, in addition to 
1,000,000 onion plants and smaller 
numbers of various other plants grown 
for shipment. 


These plants are selling to growers 
at approximately $1 per 1,000 plants, 
showing that the plant industry in 
this.city is important from a financial 
standpoint. These plants are dis- 
tributed all over the nation by mail, 
express and trucks. Some plant grow- 
ers have daily postage bills running 
an average of $1,000 a day, which is 
in addition to enormous shipments 
made by express. The latter method 
carries the greatest bulk of the ship- 
ments. . 

Hundreds of persons are employed 
in handling the business, pulling the 
plants, sorting and packing them, ad- 
dressing and billing. Some of the na- 
tionally known mail order houses con- 
tract with Valdosta growers for the 
millions of plants sold in that way an- 
nually, while other large growers sell 
direct to persons who grow for market, 
Plant growers who handle pepper 
plants plant the seed on irrigated 
land, it having been found that 
peppers when in the bed must have 
continued moisture. This requirement 
makes pepper plant growing more ex- 
pensive. Many growers of sweet pota- 
to plants get their first shipments 
from beds planted under glass, which 
makes them several weeks earlier than 
field-grown plants.

I have had a_— misunderstanding 
with a dear friend and am _ most 
unhappy about it. 1 have made sev- 
eral advances to her but she doesn’t 
meet me half way and now my pride 
is involved to such an extent that I 
can’t do any more. No matter how 
much you care for a person you can’t 
humble yourself in the dust and keep 
your self-respect. This is a particu- 
larly embarrassing situation with us 


for we belong to a rather intimate 
group and are thrown together con- 
stantly. Of course the pleasure in vur 
social life is destroyed by this strain- 
ed relationship. Won't you advise me 
what to do? ADELE S. 
Answer: 

The Good Book is full of admoni- 
tion about forgiveness, about peare- 
making; but it takes an awful big 
duse of religion to humble a prideful 
nature and change a selfish atti- 
tude. Even the most unrighteous are 
accustomed to call their anger 
“righteous indignation” and to justify 
their unforgiving spirit on the ground 
that they are sinned against. If a 
person hasn’t taken this big dose of 
religion or refuses to try to take it 
then the problem of clearing up a 
misunderstanding with an‘ estranged 
friend must be approached from an- 
other angle, the selfish one. 


Nothing so completely poisons the 
pleasure of living as to be at outs 
with someone we love or live with. 
When we wake up in the morning 
the unpleasantness takes possession 
of our thoughts arid eats like a worm 
at our hearts. We go about the day’s 
duties. never quite free from the spir- 
itual nausea that the undigested in- 
cident has caused. We go to bed at 
night mulling over the mess and if 
we say a bed-time prayer we first 
try to justify our own position in the 
matter; if we don’t say a_bed-time 
prayer then we give ouselves over 
to bitter thoughts. So on and on we 
go unhappy, alternating between hope 
and despair, between anger and hurt. 


Now which is better, to endure 
this wretchedness indefinitely, all the 
while becoming more and more angry 
with the estranged friend and with 
ourselves as well, or to forget our 
foolish pride and go to the friend 
and say: “I am unhappy over this 
estrangement, I have tried to make 
amends but you didn’t accept them; 
now let’s talk over the trouble and 
get it straightened out at any cost. 
If I have done wrong I am sorry 
and ask forgiveness. If you have done 
wrong I forgive you?’ 

There is nothing in such an Aap- 
proach to injure one’s self-respect. 
Looking at the matter from a purely 
selfish point of view, it is much 
easier to try to make up with the 
friend than to endure the embarrass- 
ment of having to meet her in com- 
pany of others when relations are 
strained te such an extent that you 
can’t be natural with her or with 
others around. There is far more hurt 
to pride in this situation than in go- 
ing to the friend and‘ clearing up the 
misunderstanding. 


No matter how sensitive a person 
may be, no matter how unreasonable, 
she appreciates the effort of an of- 
fending friend to make peace after 
a row. Even if that one is so deeply 
hurt or so angered by what has been 
construed as brutal unkindness that 
she can’t get over it quickly, the 
time comes when she wants to for- 
give and forget. 


You see we can’t hurt any one who 
doesn’t love us; and we are 
ject only to the wounds of a loved 
one. Then when a friend proves her 
affection by being hurt with us why 
should we let pride keep us from go- 
ing to that one and doing our utmost 
to make things right? 


Life is too short to permit it to be 
poisoned by misunderstandings with 
friends. Life is sweet only as we keep 
it so. We cannot look even to. our 


loved ones to exclude the bitterness. | 


We must look to our own hearts.

Rescuing the Opponents 

Many players who have a sound 
knowledge of bridge theory seem to 
lose their sense of proportion when 
they actually sit down at the table. 
They are able to value their hands 
fairly accurately and under mgst cir- 
cumstances express such valuation in 
terms of partnership bidding, but let 
the situation deviate~in the slightest 
degree from strictly orthodox lines 
and, either from lack of imagination 
or through inexperience, they are un- 
able to rise to the emergency. Con- 
sidering the fact that winning or los- 
ing can usually be traced to a few 
“swing” or crucial hands during an 
evening's play, the great player is 
necessarily one who is also an oppor- 
tunist. I know of no single instance 
where the immortal “what might have 
been” applies more aptly than to the 
science of contract bridge. An excel- 
lent case in point is a hand played re 
cently in a New York club. ,

trump. The catastrophe from which 
he escaped only by an opponent’s be- 
neficence might have shown him the 
error of his ways. South very prop- 
erly doubled and poor West must 
have felt the breath of anproaching 
doom: However, since he knew he 
could do nothing by bidding except 
make matters worse, he managed to 
pass cheerfully. Possibly his expect- 
ant pleading expression: softened the 
heart of North, or possibly it was 


only North’s brain that was. soft; at 
any rate, without an instant’s hesita- 
tion he galloped to the rescue—that 
is, his opponents’ , rescue—by _ bril- 
linatly bidding two diamonds. It is 
not particularly interesting to record 
that North and South eventually piay- 
ed the hand at three no-trumps and 
“ituateaaaed had no trouble in making 
it. 

Our concern is with “what might 
have been” had North made a penal- 
ty pass, which was unquestionably the 
proper bid on his holding, and had 
East also passed. The result would 
have been rather exciting. After 
South. opens his fourth best spade, 
regardless of whether declarer holds 
off with his ace until the third round 
or not, the contract must be defeated 
five tricks, for the not inconsiderable 
penalty of 2,000 points. No matter 
what eard declarer leads after win- 
ning the spade ace, he cannot avoid 
being squeezed on South’s remaining 
spades. 

Even if East should use the SOS 
redouble over North’s pass, the best 
he can do by playing the hand at two 
clubs doubled is to go down 1,400 
points. Therefore, be merely bidding 
and making a non-vulnerable game, 
the North-South team sold out rath- 
er cheaply.

The name has always fascinated 
me because I could see the patches 
of green winding in and out of the 
quilt just as a stream of water mean- 
ders lazily between’ flower decked 
banks. ‘ 

I am wondering whether you won't 
want to play with this pattern and 
discover the number of ways in which 
you can set it together to get pleas- 
ing results.” 

The Nancy Page quilt club members 
set to work with a will. They cut 
the picture and directions from the 


paper and pasted ‘them in the Nancy 
Page quilt scrapbook. 


Then they sent for the direction 
leaflet. 

Next they cut pieces enough for one 
block and seamed it and pressed it. 


The members had learned that this 
was a wise procedure for every new 
pattern. It is quite possible that one 
person may take seams of a width that 
will not allow the finished block to lie 


For the reason that different women 
do take different size seams Nancy 
designs all her quilt patterns with no 
seam allowance. By using the pat- 
terns as given, laying them on the ma- 
terial and marking around them with 
a pencil, it is posSible to cut the piece 
with a seam allowance beyond the pen- 
cil point. And that seam may be the 
width desired. As a rule one quarter 
inch is none too much nor too little 
to allow. 

After the block is pieced and found 
true and flat then. the remainder of 
the pieces are cut. Be sure materials 
are color fast. : 


Nancy suggests that four blocks of 
this quilt be pieced and then the maker 
may experiment in the ways in which 
she will lay them together. By drop- 
ping each block one half down to next 
block an excellent result is obtained.

DUBSON, N. C., April 30.—(?)—

day seeking for three-year-old Anne 
Cannon Reynolds II, a full share of 
the $25,000,000 estate of her father, 
the late Smith Reynolds, instead of 
the $500,000 settled upon her when 
the tobacco heir and his first wife 
were divorced. 

Judge P. A. McElroy, upon a re- 
quest by attorneys. for one of the 
guardians of little Anne, signed an 
order directing interested parties to 
answer within 20 days a motion to 
set aside as null and void the agree- 


ment, 

Shortly before coming here, the at- 
torneys for ,the Cabarrus Bank & 
Trust Company, of Concord, co- 
guardian with Mrs. Joseph F. Can- 
non, grandmother of the child, ap- 
peared before Judge W. F. Harding 
at Concord and obtained an official 
order in conformity with a recent 
decision by the state supreme court, 
which held invalid a family agreement 
for settling the huge estate. 

By this agreement, Anne Cannon 
Reynolds II, and Zachary Smith 
Reynolds Jr., son of the Winston- 
Salem tobacco heir by his second 
wife, Libby Holman, of Broadway 
fame, would each have received ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 of the fortune, 
their mothers another million, and the 
remainder would have gone to the es- 
tablishment of a charitable founda- 
tion. | 

Mrs. Cannon, the co-guardian, and 
other relatives concurred in the fami- 
ly agreement, but the Cabarrus Bank 
& Trust Company, which is headed 
by Charles A, Cannon, brother of Joe 
F., declined to recognize it, and car- 
ried an appeal to the state supreme 
court. 

That court held, in effect, that the 
rights of an’ infant child could not 
be voided by an agreement such as 
that made by Smith Reynolds and 
his wife in August, 1931, a short time 
before she obtained her divorce at 
Reno. 

In its opinion, the court indicated 
that the two children of the late to- 
bacco heir, who was found fatally 
wounded at his Winston-Salem home 
in July, 1932, should share equally 
in his estate. ’ 


Court Refuses Ruling 
On Release of ’Leggers 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(@)— 
The supreme court refused today to 
decide whether all now serving prison 
sentences for violation of the national 
prohibition law must be released. 

The high court recently ruled that 
all pending cases charging’ violation 
of the federal prohibition law must be 
dismissed. 

It did not, however, decide whether 
those serving sentences for violating 
the law should be freed. 

Numerous federal courts have or- 
dered the release of such prisoners. 

When the federal courts in Penn- 
sylvania refused to direct the release 
of Alfred R. Nerbonne, serving since 
October, 1932, a three-year sentence in 
the Lewisburg, Pa., penitentiary for 
violating the national prohibition law 
in New Hampshire, he asked the high 
court for a ruling on whether the 
prison doors should not be opened to 
those serving terms.

ANCIENT MUMMIES 
MAY BE RESTORED 
TO LIFELIKE STATE 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(UP) 
Science now can take a mummy, shriv- 
elled by 50 centuries, and restore it 
to virtually the same cendition it was 
in an hour after death. 

Dr. J. Gilman, South African anat- 
omist, reveals in a report just made 
to the Journal of Physical Anthropol- 
igy, his method of reversing the lost 
art of the Egyptian mummymakers. 
His discovery resulted from experi- 
ments performed on the mummies of 
Bantu tribesmen, two centuries old. 
He kept the mummies for 14 days in 


a solution of sodium hydroxide and. 


alcohol. 

_“The. possibilities of this applica- 
tion are infinite,” he reports. ‘The 
facial and general bodily features of 
the ancient pharoahs and their courts 
could be returned as if magically to 
their original state. 

“After this treatment the color re- 
turns to the skin, together with the 
characters of skeleton and hair. The 
natural ridges that occur in the skin 
can also be restored.”

DEMOCRATS SEEK 


SPEED ON TAR 


Rally of Senate Leaders 
Called to Discuss Pro- 
posed Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(4)— 
Senate democrats were called _ to- 
gether tonight for a conference that 
amounted to a party pep rally in 
behalf of the reciprocal tariff 
measure which the president has 
placed high on the list of bills he 
wants enacted before congress goes 
home. 

Senator Robinson, the majority lead- 
er, said after the conference that 
the administration wonld accept an 
amendment to the pending tariff bill 
to give industries affected an execu- 
tive hearing before reciprocal treaties 


'are concluded. 


Leaders also planned to discuss 
suggested amendments to the proposal, 
one of which would give industries 
opportunity for a public hearing be- 
fore duties were lowered on foreign 
competing goods. 

Opposition witnesses at the senate 
finance committee hearing on the bill 
today mentioned several times that no 
provision had been made to give in- 
dustries affected an opportunity of- 
ficially to express their views on 
changes. : 

Depends on Roosevelt, 

The proposed amendment had sup- 
port from some democrat leaders but 
its inclusion depended apparently 
upon whether the administration 
would support the revision. 

As drawn, the measure would give 
the president power to negotiate re- 
ciprocal treaties under which tariffs 
could be lowered without having to 
submit. the pacts to the senate for 
ratification. The bill already has 
passed the “house. 

Most of the witnesses who testified 
at the finance committee hearing to- 
day opposed the measure, but a few 
witnesses who favored it were sand- 
wiched in, among them Robert C. 
Graham, speaking for the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce. 

Another who urged enactment of the 
bill in its present form was James 
W. Bevans, of New York, represent- 
ing the National Council of American 
Importers. 

Replies to Stimson. 

During the day Senator Hastings, 
republican, Delaware, issued a state- 
ment in which he replied to Henry L. 
Stimson, secretary of state in the Hoo- 
ver administration, who surprised re- 
publicans and democrats alike’ by 
supporting the pending bill. 

“It seems. to me,” Hastings said of 
Stimson, “that he, like most good 
Americans who have occupied the po- 
sition of secretary of state, has got- 
ten a foreign viewpoint instead of 
one that is truly American. I doubt. 
h>wever, whether he has read the bill 
that is now before the finance com- 
mittee.

HARTSFIELD QUALIFIES 
FOR ASSEMBLY RACE 


Member of Legislature From 
Fulton Points To Record 
as Assemblyman. 


William B. Hartsfield, incumbent 
member of the legislature from Ful- 
ton county and former mayor pro 
tem. of Atlanta, Monday qualified 
to succeed himself in the September
